Your  Council  allows  an  annual  grant  of  £30  to  the  corresponding 
pursing  Association  for  the  upkeep  of  these  nurses,  but  generally 
speaking  it  is  the  support  given  by  the  working-  classes  (who  appreciate 
the  services  of  the  nurses)  to  the  Association  which  enable  the  services 
to  be  kept  up.  A  payment  of  2/6  -  4/-  a  year  por  family  is  charged  for 
such  servicos .  These  nurses  Are  not  entitled  to  any  pension  -  even 
after  30  to  40  years  service  -  which  is  a  pity. 

Twq  nurses  (employed,  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council)  attend  the' 
Pre-Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  at ■  Uppormili,  Delph  and  Springhead. 
Springhead  has  a  midwife  who  attends  cases  also  in  Denshaw.  She  is 
wholly  employed  in  midwifery,  and  undertakes  work  is  Lees  and  surrounc1  in-.- 
districts,  and  is  employed  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  who  pay  the 
expenses  of  her  car.

INSPECTION  MID  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD . 

Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year  the  Food  Inspector  accompanied  the  County 
Veterinary  Surgoon  to  inspect  dairies  and  cowsheds  within  tho 
district.  Altogether  209  visits  were  paid. 

Quarterly  inspections  are  made,  and  such  inspections  each  quarter 
take  about  14  days  to  perform. 

Sixteen  samples  of  nilk  wore  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  seven  cows  wore  destroyed  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 

There  is  no  production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasturised  Milk 
in  tho  district , 

There  are  ten  licenses  in  force  for  the  production  of  Accredited 
Milk-.

Saddleworth  parents  have  fully  appreciated  the  County  Council^ 
provision  of  free  protective  inoculation  against  this  dangerous 
disease.  This  offer  was  very  largely  taken  advantage  of  in  1955, 
when  the  scheme  started^  but  in  1936,  1937,  1939  there  were  naturally 
not  the  same."  number  of  cases  to  receive' the  treatment.

During  1939  there  were  no  cases  v  f  Diphtheria  notified  and  during 

1940  or.ly  one  case. 

Inoculation  has  generally  been  done  at  the  Schools  themselves. 

To  a  certain  extent  parents  have  brought  children  of  pre-school  age 
to  the  Schools  and  also  children' of  pre-school  age  have  been 
inoculated  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  Uppermill,  But  generally  speaking 
the  children  of  school  age  have  received  the  treatment  to  a  much  more 
considerable  extent  than  the  pro-school  children. 

Unfortunately  no  attempt  was  made.. to  distinguish  between  the 
pre-school  and  the  school  children  in  receiving  this  treatment. 


It  will,  of  course,  be  noticed  that-  these  figures  refer  only 
to  children  of  school  age  (from  5  upwards),  though  certain  numbers 
of  pre-school  age  children  were  treated  at  the  School  and  Uppermill 
Clinic  •  * 


No  information  has  been  obtained  as  to  the  number  of  children 
inoculated  by  their  own  general  practitioner. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  T.A.F.  doses,  at  fortnightly  intervals 
of  1  c.c  for  three  times  lias  been  generally  used,  end  in  nearly 
3,000  injections  there  has  been  no  untoward  incident.

During  the  year  299  visits  were  made  along  with'  the  County 
Veterinary  Surgeon  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  within  the  district. 
The  notices  served  upon  the  responsible  persons  for  the  removal 
of  filthy  matter  lying  about  were  7  and  120  notices  were  served 
with  reference  to  limewashing. 


] 
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All  cows  were  examined  each  quarter,  11  samples  taken  for 
bacteriological  examinations  and  7  cows  were  destroyed  under  the 
provision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

Slaughterhouses . 

There  are  18  private  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  The 
premises  are  visitod  at  regular  intervals,  but  always,  if  possible, 
when  slaughtering  is  taking  place.  The  Slaughterhouses  and  lairs 
are  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

Offensive  Trades 0 

An  premises  used  for  tripe-boiling  and  soap  boiling  have  been 
inspected  several  times  during  thv  '•'■ear,  and  lime-washing  has  boon 
regularly  carried  out  in  them. 

Food  Inspection. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  "cod  inspection  end  over 
200  visits  paid  to  the  Government  Slaughterhouse  at  Dobcross  when 
1308  sides  of  Beef,  3413  Sheep  and  Lambs,  16  Pigs  and  23  Calves 
wero  examined,  all  were  found  satisfactory.  There  were  3  tons 

3  cwts  of  Beef,  Pork  and  Offal  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption . 

Smoke  Observations, 

The  observations  of  smoko  emitted  from  mill  chimneys  wero 
45  in  number,  and  the  number  of  cases  where  the  limit  of  four 
minutes  allowed  for  black  smoke  per  half  hour  was  exceeded  was 

4  times . 

Diphtheria  Anti -Toxin. 

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  kept  in  stock  at  Dr.  RamsdonT 
M.O.H.,  Dobcross,  Council  Offices,  Uppermill,  Stoneloigh,  Spr  in  shear, 
and  supplied  free  of  charge  for  use  by  Local  Practitioners.
